LITVINOFF LEAVES NEW 


IMPRESSION ON U. S. 


Americans 
F ou n d 
Russian 
Statesman Very Little Differ­ 
ent From Average Busi­ 
ness Man. 


IS ON HIS WAY HOME 
WITH U. S. RECOGNITION 


Washington, Nov. 25 (/P)—Max­ 
im Litvinoff, on his way home 
with American recognition of the 
Soviet Union in his brief case, 
gave Washingtonians a new con­ 
ception of the Bolsheviki. 
The curiosity about the man 
who handles foreign affairs of 
the Communist regime was in­ 
tensified by the great guard of 
uniformed and plain clothes po­ 
licemen provided upon his arriv­ 
al and for the first day of his 
stay in the capital. 
This policing annoy ed the vis­ 
iting diplomat. It was discontin­ 
ued *at his request. During the 
last 15 of his 17 day s in the cap­ 
ital city only one secret service 
man accompanied him. 
Litvinoff, a great window shop­ 
per, walked endlessly about the 
capital. He visited parks, libra­ 
ries, museums, public buildings 
and made numerous motor trips 
into neighboring Mary land and 
Virginia. Every where the smil­ 
ing,

sightseer, 
whose picture was widely pub­ 
lished, was generally recognized.

‘Murder My stery J ust Be­ 
gun” Is Opinion Despite 
Woman’s Confession. 


GRAND J UftORS WILL 
INVESTIGATE DEATH 


Officials Dissatisfied with Dr. 
Wy nekoop’s Story of 
Girl’s Murder. 


Chicag o, Nov . 25 (J P) — The 
trag ic death of petite R heta 
Wy nekoop rem ained m u ch of a 
my stery today , despite the con­ 
fession of her m other-in-law , 
Dr. Alice Wy nekoop th a t she shot 
a bu llet into the y ou ng wom an’s 
body as she lay u pon an operat­ 
ing table in the phy sician’s base­ 
m ent su rg ery . 
Frankly dissatisfied with Dr. 
Wy nekoop’s 
formal 
statement 
that the bullet was not fired un­ 
til after Rheta had died by ac­ 
cident of chloroform administer­ 
ed while she was receiving medi­ 
cal treatment from 
the woman 
phy sician, the authorities pushed 
their inquiry in the hope of 
clearing up the points that were 
my stify ing them. 
They were 
qu estioning the 
phy sician and her 28 y ear old 
son, Earle, Jiu sband of Rheta, al­ 
ternately for fu rth er lig h t on 
the my stery , and Dr. Wy nekoop 
was ordered held for the g rand 
ju ry . 
“ The case,” said J ohn Stege, 
supervising 
captain 
of 
police, 
“ has just begun.” 
The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict assenting the 23-y ear-old 
victim died of a gunshot wound 
and shock, the bullet having 
been fired from a gun held in the 
hand of Dr. Wy nekoop.

NDUSTRIAL LICENSE 


BLANKS ARE ON HAND 


Mark Purcell, Local Auto License 
Manager, Receives Supply of 
Application Blanks. 


REQUIRED BY THOSE WHO 
EMPLOY MORE THAN 5 


An adequate supply of indus­ 
trial license application blanks 
has been received by Mark Pur­ 
cell, manager of the local auto­ 
mobile license bureau branch, he 
announced Saturday . 
Industrial licenses are required 
for every hotel and theatre. They 
also are necessary for every em­ 
ploy er of five or more persons, 
except farmers. 
Frequently confused with store 
licenses and corporation licens­ 
es, the industrial licenses are 
made necessary by an Indiana 
law which demands that hotels, 
theatres, and employ ers be list­ 
ed for the 
protection 
of 
the 
public. This list can be obtained 
only by the licensing 
method. 
Inspection of hotels, 
théâ tres 
and places of employ ment is car­ 
ried on and the locense require­ 
ment is the basis for this inspec­ 
tion. 
License fees are based on the 
number of rooms in a hotel, the 
number of seats in a theatre or 
the number of persons employ ed, 
in the case of the employ er. Al­ 
though the statute has been in 
existence for more than twenty 
y ears, hundreds liable have not 
observed the law in the'past.

GREETING CARDS REPRESENT HUGE 
INDUSTRY 
Your Christmas greeting card may be just a 
little thing in itself — five, ten or perhaps twen­ 
ty -five cents worth of paper, color and sentiment 
— but when y ou buy it y ou are contributing to 
an American industry of over $50,000,000. 
This is a surprising fact that an expert has 
found in research work. There are over forty 
firms manufacturing Christmas greeting cards in 
this country , each striving to create greetings 
th at are unique, individual and attractive. 
Designs are zealously guarded that they may 
not be copied. Artists are given large salaries 
for exclusive work. Factories operate through­ 
out the y ear to create an ample supply for the 
coming Christmas. 
Interesting insight is also given as to the ori­ 
gin of the Christmas greeting card. It is said 
that the first greeting was drawn by a Scotch­ 
man about a century ago and sent to a friend. 
It was a laughing face with the sentiment ac­ 
company ing it as follows, “A Gude Year to Ye.” 
Later, dignity was given to the greeting by 
creating it in a serious strain such as many of 
our greetings of today . It was not until late in 


the nineteenth century th at the custom of send­ 
ing Christmas greetings became general. 


PREVENTING FIRES 
It is a temptation in cold weather to force fires 
in heating sy stems in order to keep warm, or to 
warm the some or other building quickly . Rec­ 
ords show that over-heated stoves and furnaces 
cause many fires during winter. Thoughtlessness 
in tending fires, radiated heat which chars 
beams, floors or walls which are too close to the 
hot metal and defective or soot-clogged chim ­ 
ney s are the most frequent direct cause of win­ 
ter fires which originate with heating apparat­ 
uses. 
All these dangers can be eliminated if y ou are 
careful. When y ou attem pt to obtain maximum 
heat from a stove or furnace, it is im portant to 
keep close watch over the unit. Do not stay 
away from it too long. If this is done, the great­ 
est danger is eliminated. 
The correct way , however, is to eliminate the 
hazards that exist to create fire dangers. In­ 
spect all flues, smoke pipes and exposed metal 
parts of heating units to determine if wood or 
any other combustible material is exposed to 
them in such a m anner that there is a likelihood 
of fire. If it does exist, immediate steps should 
be taken to remedy the danger. 
Fires take heavy toll of life and property every 
y ear. It is easy to take necessary precautions. 
Do not let y ourself be the next victim.

SUBSTANCE AND SHADOW 
The inscriptions of a public 
building are usually inspiring, if 
one will but uncover his head 
and give opportunity for the 
truths to live and grow in him ­ 
self. The wisdom of the ages en­ 
graven on the walls of the Li­ 
brary of Congress, for example, 
is a powerful influence with many 
who visit th at famous building. 
There is quite a contrast as to 
size, costliness, and ornateness 
between the Library of Congress 
in Washington and the public 
school building at Manilla, Indi­ 
ana (though the purpose of one 
tg as noble as th at of the other), 
but no inscription on the walls of 
the former can surpass in signif­ 
icance a truth engraved on stone 
in the entrance to the Rush 
county school. 
Entering this building recently , 
I was moved by the depth of 
meaning in the phrase, “ . . . to 
distinguish the substance from 
the shadow, and to battle for the 
right.” 


Linco ln and McKinley , Taft and 
Ro o sev elt, Harding and Co o lidge 
and Ho o v er taught and' did? 
If y o u happen to be a Demo ­ 
crat, must y o u attack all that 
these men did and co nceiv ed? 
In either case, y o u are lo o king 
at the shado w. 
Did y o ur grandfather march 
with Sherman to the sea? Go o d! 
But if y o u insist upo n keeping 
aliv e all animo sities o f the Civ il 
War, y o u are gazing into the 
darkness o f a shado w. 
Are y o u a Presby terian? Must 
y o u upho ld ev ery do ctrine which 
fell fro m the lips o f Calv in and 
Kno x , and lo o k with suspicio n 
upo n the Wesley s and Campbells 
and upo n the fathers o f the 
Catho lic church? 
If so , y o u (and I) are still In 
the lo wlands o f the shado ws. 


Upon the lay ing of a corner­ 
stone of any public structure, 
some person of character and 
ability tries to sum up a lifetime 
of reflection in a few words, and 
we may be sure th at to one per­ 
son at least the sentiment there 
expressed is full of meaning. 


Perhaps y ou may object to this: 
As an American, do 
y o u shut 
y our understanding like a 
steel 
door against any thing 
Which 
might show th at Uncle Sam had 
been guilty of an injustice? 
Do 
y ou 
hate 
the 
Germans, 
the 
French, the English, the 
Rus­ 
sians, the Japs, and the Chinese? 
If so, a like sentiment 
in the 
hearts of millions of other peo ­ 
ples makes possible armies and 
navies, diplomats and propa­ 
ganda. 


A solitary 
traveler, 
driving 
along the road, might ponder 
long in try ing to fathom the dis­ 
tinction between the substance 
and the shadow, and could a r­ 
rive at a number of conclusions, 
any one of which m ight be true 
to him, and false to another. 
For example, the modern con­ 
crete and structural steel bridge 
might represent the substance, 
and upon further thought it 
could be a shadow of the truth 
of the laws of bridge building. 


All school books should be re­ 
examined, and if they tend 
to 
“foster and perpetuate a 
100 per 
cent” pride of opinion and birth, 
and put other peoples in a false 
shadow, they should be con­ 
signed to the flames. Only thus 
will an approximation of the 
truth be possible of attainm ent. 


The living should not be held 
accountable for the mistakes of 
men long since dead. 
Let us live in the present and 
let ‘‘the dead past bury its dead.” 


To one man, land and build­ 
ings, com and hogs, pasture 
land and horses and cattle and 
sheep are all realities worth giv­ 
ing a lifetime of service and ef­ 
fort to possess. 
To another man, these things 
are mere incidents which may be 
of value. 


Above all, we should avoid 
Reasoning in analogies, giving 
the other side the part of the 
villain. The Revolutionary W ar 
is over, and the Tories got 
their 
“sock on the nose,” 
as J o hnso n 
say s (to the embarrassm ent o f 
patriots who read history aright 
and still try to justify all th a t 
the fathers of the republic did). 


Every man no doubt has many 
shadows following him through­ 
out his life, and unless he can 
free himself from many of them 
he will alway s be a slave rather 
than a free man. 
Some think the shadows are 
realities and will fight to deepen 
them upon themselves and upon 
others. These men see the shad­ 
ows about men of various politi­ 
cal, religious and national ori­ 
gins, and mistake the shadows 
for the substance.
